To the Inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Goshen, qualified to vote in District affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall in said 
Goshen on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at two o’clock 
in the afternoon to act upon the following subjects:-- 


Art. 1 To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Art. 2 To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8 To choose a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing 3 years. 


Art. 4 To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5 To choose Agents, Auditor, and Committees in re- 
lation to any subjects embraced in this Warrant. 

Art. 6 To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board, District Treasurer, District Clerk, Truant 
Officer, and Census Officer, and any other officers of 
the District. 

Art. 7 To hear the reports of the School Board, Treasurer, 
Auditors, Officers, and Committees heretofore chosen 
or appointed, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8 Toseeit the District will voteto make any alterations 
in the amount of money called for in the report of 
the School Board for the support of schools and for 
the payment of other statutory obligations for the 
ensuing year., and to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

Art. 9 To see what sums of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for building and repairing 
schoolhouses and outbuildings, as the needs may 
require, and for expenses of administration, includ- 
ing Superintendent’s excess salary, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10 To see what sum of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay the deficiency for the 
year ending June 30, 1923. 

Art. 11 To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to hire sufficient money, in anticipation 
of state aid, to defray the necessary expenses to 
run the schools. 
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Art. 12 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Goshen: 
I hereby submit my fourth annual report of your schools 
for your consideration and approval. 


GENERAL 


As a whole your schools are doing the best they have 
since I have known them. They are far from being all that we 
want them to be, but they are constantly improving. Many 
parents are doing all they can to help but there are still a few 
who try to bother students, teachers, school board,. and 
superintendent. They are known as the “Noisy Minority.” 
We hope to have their cooperation in time and believe We 
shall as soon as they fully understand what we are trying to do. 

There has been a very marked improvement in the attitude 
of the pupils towards teachers and superintendent. Nearly all 
of them seem to realize that we are trying to help them be- 
come better and more efficient men and women. 


TEXT BOOKS 


New books are being supplied each year as fast as our 
money will permit. Books will soon have to be purchased to 
replace those bought four years ago. The life of a book is from 
one year to six years depending on the grade in which it is 
used and the treatment that it receives. The books in lower 
erades wear out much faster than those in the upper. Some 
pupils wear out books much faster than others. The teacher 
has much to do with the care of the books received. 

Books are all stamped, numbered and covered before 
they are given out. Each teacher is supposed to know where 
the books in her school are. If a book is damaged it is to be 
paid for by the one damaging it. 

It takes a great many reading books these days as the 
first grade has to read from six to ten primers and first read- 
ers, and the second and third grades about the same number 
ot books respectively. The other grades do not read so many 
but the books are larger and cost more per book. 
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PROMOTION 

A few parents are over anxious to have their pupils pro- 
moted. We are anxious to have the pupils advance in their 
work just as rapidly as they can but we do not want to dis- 
courage them by placing them into a grade before they can do 
the work of that grade. We have seen a great many scholars 
become discouraged, lose interest and want to leave school 
because they did not understand the work of the grade they 
were in and could not do it. 

We lose almost no pupils in Newport between the eighth 
grade and the high, and but very few during the first year of 
the high school largely because we do not promote them to 
the high until they can do the work and enjoy it. 

Too much pressure is being brought to bear upon some 
of our teachers to have their pupils do two grades in one year. 
There is hardly one pupil in a hundred that can do it. Better 
let the pupils go a little more slowly and more thoroughly. 

ATTENDANCE 

You will see by looking at the attendance table what the 
attendance of your schools has been for three years. It is be- 
ing the best this year that it has been for several years although 
the weather and travel have been severe and difficult. 

More pupils were tardy the first year of the union than 
there have been since. The school that had the greatest num- 
ber of tardinesses the first year has had only twenty tardy 
marks for the first eighteen weeks this year. This is too many. 
Parents owe it to their children to see that they get to school 
on time; not only that they may be in school but that they 
may form the habit of being on time. 

One family that had four children in school the first year 
with a total tardiness of fifty, now has three children in school 
and they had not been tardy once at the end of the eighteenth 
week. Another family with three children in school the first 
year with a total tardiness of fifty-five has four children in 
school this year who had been tardy but six times at the end 
of the eighteenth week. 

This is very gratifying to teacher and superintendent. 
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IMPROVEMENTS MADE 

The painting of the Center school on the outside has 
greatly improved the general appearance. The jacketing of the 
stove in the same building has added much to its comfort. 
Respectable funnel has been installed. 

The house in No. 5 has been greatly improved on the 
inside. Allen shades and holders have been installed greatly 
improving the lighting of the room. The seats and desks have 
been scraped and varnished; the teacher doing most of the 
work. In fact, most of the improvements were made by her 
and through her influence. The house has been painted on the 
inside. The doors have been repaired and now can be shut 
and locked. 

At the Mill Village schoolhouse, a large table has been 
donated by Mr. Horton Smith for books and supplies. A much 
needed book-closet has been built. 

IMPROVEMENTS RECOMMENDED 

One of the remaining schoolhouses should be painted on 
the outside this year and the other next year to preserve the 
buildings, saying nothing about improving their appearance. 

A good sized book and supply closet should be built in 
each schoolhouse. This would save the books and do away 
with having to truck them around so much. The closets should 
be so made that they can be locked. 

The outbuildings at No. 5 and Mill Village still need to 
be repaired and made decent. Such buildings do a great deal 
to injure the morals of the boys and girls. 

The chimney at No. 5 should be rebuilt. It isin very bad 
condition. Teachers and pupils have suffered much from 
smoke and creosote for the last three years. The creosote has 
also injured the books, furniture, and children’s clothing. 

Several lengths of new funnel are needed in the Mill 
Village schoolhouse. The one now in use is very unsatisfactory 
and unsightly. 

The wire fence should be built again at this schoolhouse 
before automobiles begin to run. It should be made of a 
stronger wire. 
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CLOSING REMARKS 


This year has been by far the most satisfactory one since 
forming the district. The schools are doing by far the best 
work. Parents appear to be more in sympathy with the school 
work. Pupils are taking more interest and are working hard- 
er. Much more is being accomplished in their studies. More 
of them will be ready to be promoted at the end of the year. 
Parents have visited schools more. Teachers have been invit- 
ed into the homes more. There is a better feeling among the 
teachers. The superintendent has at least been allowed to do 
a few things his way. He has received a few remarks of com- 
mendation from afew of the citizens and members of the 
school board. 


I wish to thank all who have in any-way helped to im- 
prove the schools this year. I ask for their continued help 
and cooperation. I am confident that the remainder of the year 
will be even more satisfactory than it has thus far been.
